35  (48.61  per  cent.)  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  cancers 
of  the  organs  of  the  digestive  system. 

11  (15.26  per  cent.)  were  due  to  cancers  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus. 

4 (5*55  Per  cent.)  were  due  to  cancers  of  the  breast. 

3 (4.16  per  cent.)  were  due  to  cancers  of  the  genito- 
urinary systems. 
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Immunisation  : 

The  ever  increasing  success  in  the  prevention  of  such  diseases 
as  diphtheria,  smallpox,  whooping  cough,  combined  with  the  rapid 
and  frequent  movements  of  the  population  inevitably  increases  the 
possibility  of  epidemics  of  these  diseases,  unless  the  level  of 
immunity,  in  the  population,  against  them  is  kept  at  a high  level. 
The  need  for  immunisation  is,  therefore,  greater  now  than  at  any 
time,  and  I would  urge  all  parents  to  remember  this  fact.

Measles  : 

There  were  192  cases  of  measles  reported  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  236  in  196a.  The  disease  was  mainly  mild  and  as 
far  as  can  be  ascertained  there  were  no  serious  complications. 
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Dysentery  : 

All  notified  cases  of  Dysentery  were  investigated  and  faecal 
samples  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.

Although  the  number  of  positive  specimens  of  Shigella  Sonnei 
are  small  it  became  evident  that  illness  due  to  this  organism  was 
scattered  and  widespread  in  the  area  during  the  first  half  of  the 
year. 

The  positive  typhoid  specimen  was  isolated  from  a woman  who 
was  known  to  have  been  a carrier  for  many  years.  All  other 
members  of  the  family  in  close  contact  were  found  to  be  free  from 
infection  of  Salmonella  typhi-murium. 

Mortuaries 

There  are  no  public  mortuanes  in  our  area,  but  by  agreement 
with  Llanelli  Borough  Council  their  mortuary  is  available  when 
necessary.

Notification  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  of  Tuberculous 
deaths  were  lower  than  those  for  the  previous  two  years. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  patients  is  undertaken  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  the  Chest  Physicians. 
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Enquiries  regarding  the  domiciliary  care  of  I uberculous 
patients  should  be  addressed  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  at  Carmarthen. 

The  County  Council  will  assist  in  the  domiciliary  care  of 
Tuberculous  and  other  patients,  by  the  provision  on  loan  or  other- 
wise of  beds,  bedding,  sickroom  equipment  and  home  help 
assistance.  In  addition,  sleeping  out  shelters  are  available  for 
certain  tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  in  necessitous  cases  towards  the  cost  of 
the  travelling  expenses  of  relatives  visiting  long  stay  patients  in 
hospitals  and  sanatoria.  In  practice  it  has  been  found  that  the 
great  majority  of  applications  for  assistance  have  been  relatives  of 
tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  for  visits  to  hospitals  and  sanatoria, 
which  are  not  less  than  40  miles  from  the  residence  of  the 
applicant,  and  is  subject  to  the  following  conditions: — 

(a)  That  there  is  urgent  reason  for  the  visit  because  of  the 

patient’s  serious  condition,  or  that  the  visit  would  in 
medical  opinion  do  the  patient  good  and  aid  response  to 
treatment. 

(b)  That  because  of  the  length  of  the  journey,  the  relatives 
concerned  are  unable  to  afford  it  from  their  own  resources 
without  substantial  hardship. 

(c)  That  subject  to  (a)  above,  assistance  is  restricted  to  one 

relative  every  month  or  two  relatives  every  two  months, 
unless  a senior  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the 
Hospital  certifies  that  more  frequent  visits  are  essential 
on  account  of  the  patient’s  serious  condition. 

Mass  Radiography  : 

Mass  Radiography  services  are  available  daily  at  the  New 
Hospital  in  Singleton  Park,  Swansea,  and  at  Llanelli  Odeon 
Cinema  ground  on  Mondays,  except  during  Bank  Holidays. 

Arrangements  are  also  likely  to  be  made  for  periodic  visits 
to  works  and  other  sites  in  the  area  as  soon  as  the  facilities  avail- 
able permit  this  to  be  done.

The  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
Infectious  diseases  and  certain  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is 
situated  within  the  area  at  Tumble.

(4)  Cilymaenllwyd  Hospital  (43  beds). 

Cilymaenllwyd  has  been  used  as  a pre-convalescent  hospital. 
It  has  proved  of  immense  value  and  as  a result  the  surgical  waiting 
list  at  the  General  Hospital  has  been  very  considerably  reduced. 

Home  Help  Service  : 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council. 

Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  of 
maternity  cases  where  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to 
undertake  the  domestic  duties  of  the  home,  and  also  in  certain 
cases  of  sickness  and  need.  For  those  on  National  Assistance, 
limited  domestic  help  can  be  arranged,  when  needed,  through  the 
National  Assistance  Board.

FOR  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities  : 

(a)  An  arrangement  is  in  operation  for  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  pathological  specimens,  milk  samples  and  ice-cream 
samples  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Carmarthen  and 
Swansea. 

(b)  Water  Analysis — This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Analyst’s  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  and  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  at  Carmarthen  and  Swansea. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

In  1962  the  Llanelli  and  District  Water  Board  was  formed 
and  the  administration  of  the  Council’s  water  undertaking  was 
transferred  to  this  Board. 

Water  Sources  of  the  Area  : 

(1)  Llynyfan — The  Source  is  a natural  reservoir  in  an 

isolated  mountainous  area.  The  water  is  subjected  to  a rapid 
coarse  sand  filtration  and  chlorination.  The  gathering  grounds 
form  part  of  the  National  Parks  and  are  accessible  to  the 
general  public.  The  storage  reservoir  at  Llannon  is  uncovered. 
In  spite  of  the  high  degree  of  purity  of  the  water  in  the 
reservoirs,  I consider  that  the  risk  of  contaminated  water  being 
passed  into  the  distribution  system,  though  small,  is  real.  I am 
informed  that  the  Water  Board  is  now  considering  action  that 
may  be  taken  to  eliminate  this  risk. 

(2)  Swiss  Valley  reservoirs— Satisfactory  filtration  and  chlorination 
is  carried  out  on  this  supply.  Storage  of  treated  water  is  in 
covered  reservoirs. 

Quantity  : 

The  quantity  of  water  available  from  the  Swiss  Valley  reservoir 
sites  has  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  areas  served  by 
this  source  at  all  times.  In  Areas  served  from  the  Llannon  reservoir, 
restrictions  on  the  use  of  water  for  gardens  and  car  washing  have 
to  be  imposed  during  periods  of  drought.  The  supply  available 
from  this  source  is  limited. 

In  past  years  the  average  consumption  of  water  per  annum  in 
the  area  was  656,208,000  gallons  and  that  for  Trades  and  Bulk 
supplies  was  2695620,700  gallons.  The  average  consumption  for 
domestic  purposes  was  286,587,300  gallons  per  annum. 
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• 

The  number  of  houses  supplied  with  water  from  the  public 
mains  for  the  whole  of  the  Board’s  area  (Llanelli  Rural;  Llanelli 
Borough;  Burry  Port  Urban;  Kidwelly)  was  approximately  25,000.

Complaints  of  smoke  and  sulphur  fumes  emanating  from  spoil- 
banks  are  received  from  time  to  time.  Contact  is  being  maintained 
with  the  National  Coal  Board  with  a view  to  mitigating  the 
nuisance. 

The  elimination  of  nuisances  caused  by  these  tips,  once  on  fire, 
takes  a long  time,  and,  even  after  measures  taken  to  limit  the 
portions  of  the  tips  on  fire  have  been  taken,  it  is  seldom  possible  to 
abate  the  nuisance  in  under  3 years.  The  effects  of  these  tips  on 
the  health  and  well  being  of  the  neighbourhood  vary  with  the  type 
of  weather  being  experienced,  and  I would  again  urge  that  the 
need  for  improved  planning  and  treatment  of  these  spoil-banks  is 
still  great.  Neglect  of  this  can  only  lead  to  increased  suffering. 

A large  new  spoil-bank  is  under  construction  at  Cynheidre  and 
requests  have  been  made  to  the  Colliery  Management  to  exercise 
care  in  operating  the  tip  and  avoid  the  danger  of  fire.

The  problem  of  providing  adequate  inspection  in  the  slaughter- 
houses has  remained  as  slaughtering  takes  place  on  seven  days 
of  the  week  as  well  as  outside  the  normal  working-day  hours. 
Though  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  been  able  to  cope  with 
the  task,  legal  control  over  the  hours  of  slaughtering  would 
facilitate  matters.  Any  extension  of  slaughtering  within  the  Area 
would  provide  problems  which  would  be  difficult  to  solve. 

Partial  control  of  eight  refuse  tips  with  the  aid  of  mechanical 
appliances  has  proved  effective  in  practically  eliminating  com- 
plaints of  nuisances.  Difficulty  is  experienced  in  getting  suitable 
covering  material. 

Though  there  is  a slight  improvement  in  the  types  of 
receptacles  used  by  the  householders,  the  practice  of  using  un- 
hygienic and  unsuitable  receptacles  is  still  prevalent  and  proving  a 
major  difficulty  in  ensuring  a hygienic,  efficient,  and  economical 
refuse  collection  service. 

There  is  now  every  prospect  that  with  the  relaxation  of 
financial  restrictions  the  Council,  will  be  able  to  provide  suitable 
refuse  bins. 
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• 

During  the  year  consideration  was  given  by  the  Department 
to  the  advisability  of  only  providing  a once  weekly  collection.  A 
detailed  report  to  Council  is  pending. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  and  population  has 
resulted  in  a steadily  increased  quantity  of  refuse  to  be  collected.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  : 

The  Department  controls  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
refuse. 

Refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly  in  most  areas  with  a weekly 
or  fortnightly  collection  in  the  remoter  rural  areas. 

Because  of  the  increased  number  of  factories  in  our  area 
further  demands  have  been  made  on  the  service.  Additional 
canteens  have  to  be  provided  for,  and  trade  refuse  has  tended  to 
increase.  A further  problem  is  created  by  the  need  to 
provide  additional  tipping  space  within  reasonable  distance  of  the 
factories.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  other  Vermin  : 

Houses  inspected  have  generally  been  free  from  vermin. 

Eradication  of  Ants  and  Flies  : 

Sixteen  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  ants  or  flies, 
and  necessitated  an  average  of  two  treatments  per  house.  The 
main  difficulties  experienced  were  again  due  to  infestations  by 
cluster  flies. 

Schools  : 

School  Kitchens  and  Canteens  are  inspected  and  reports  on 
defects  are  made  to  the  Schools  Medical  Officer  with  requests  to 
remedy  any  defects  discovered. 

Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951  : 

No  premises  exist  in  the  district. 

Disinfection  : 

The  four  authorities  in.  the  Llanelli  division  share  a common 
disinfector  for  this  purpose.  This  arrangement  is  proving  satis- 
factory. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960 

Continued  efforts  were  made  to  effect  improvements  in  the 
standard  of  the  Caravan  Sites. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Council  in  providing 
their  own  Caravan  Site,  and  it  is  hoped  that  site-work  will  be 
commenced  in  the  near  future. 

Work  has  also  commenced  in  constructing  a large  Holiday 
Caravan  Site  in  the  Pembrey  Area. 

Difficulties  are  being  experienced  in  the  control  and  develop- 
ment of  some  sites.  These  difficulties  are  made  worse  by  the 
presence  of  problem  families  who  now  seem  to  gravitate  to  these 
sites  following  eviction  from  council  or  other  dwellings  in  or 
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around  the  area.  Such  families  need  concentrated  attention  from 
Welfare  Authorities  both  to  prevent  such  occurrences  happening 
and  to  improve  the  conduct  of  those  evicted  to  the  point  where 
they  can  be  given  another  chance.

There  were  499  applicants  on  the  Council’s  waiting  list  on  the 
31st  December,  1965.  The  cases  are  investigated  by  the  Depart- 
ment and  reports  made  to  the  House  Letting  Committee. 

Housing  Welfare 

The  Department  continued  to  encourage  and  advise  tenants 
to  improve  and  maintain  the  standard  of  cleanliness  in  all  Council 
Houses. 


Housing  Act,  1958-59 

A total  of  162  applications  for  grants  towards  improvement 
works  were  received  durine  the  year,  the  payment  of  grants  being 
to  the  va*ue  of  £30,804.  These  figures  reveal  a welcome  increase 
over  previous  years.

The  sewerage  systems  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  area 
were  also  tested  in  accordance  with  prescribed  method  laid  down  in 
the  Act  and  were  found  to  be  generally  free  from  any  major 
infestations.  The  refuse  tips  were  regularly  treated  for  infestations 
by  rodents. 


Petroleum  Regulations  : 

The  department  is  responsible  for  enforcing  these  regulations 
and  there  are  69  licensed  premises. 

Visits  are  paid  when  new  tanks  are  installed  and  pressure 
tests  carried  out  under  supervision.  Revisits  are  necessary  to 
ensure  that  the  Regulations  are  complied  with.  The  co-operation 
of  the  Fire  Authority  in  enforcing  these  provisions  has  been  greatly 
appreciated. 

Notices  were  served  on  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  17 
licensed  premises  and  the  majority  were  complied  with  immediately. 
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The  main  items  stipulated  in  the  notices  were: — 

1.  Testing  of  tanks  over  20  years  old. 

2.  Checking  of  electrical  equipment. 

3.  Display  of  notices. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951  :
